AN ACT to define and limit the effect of notion 6, chapter 16'7 of 
the general laws of 1869, entitled "an act to provide for the 
re-stressment and collection of delinquent taxes of 1865 and 1866, 
on the shares of national banks in this state." 

Repeal not to 
agect actions 
commenced. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The repeal of section fourteen of chap-
ter one hundred and thirty-six of the general laws of 
1868, by section six of chapter one hundred and sixty-
sesven of the general laws of 1869, shall not be taken; 
held or construed to affect • in anyway or manner, any 
action or suit commenced under said section fourteen, 
and which was pending when said repealing act was 
passed, nor to affect in any way or manner the rights of 
any person or persons, who had prior to the passage of 
said chapter 167, made payment of any tax or taxes 
on any share or shares in any national bank undersaid 
section fourteen ; but as to such suit or action, and as 
to such payments, the provisions of said section four-

. teen shall be held and deemed to be still in full force 
and effect, and wholly unaffected by said repealing act. 

SECTION 2. . This act shall take effect and be in 
full force and effect from and after its passage and pub-
lication.
